Tho new Amorican Minister to Peking, My. 
Rockhill, made a Statement to the Chinese 
Gentry regarding the American -Troaty and 
Exetusion Act, which wo here reproduce from. 
the N.C. Daily News. 

Shanghai, China, 22nd Muy 19°5_ 

In }84 the Governments of China and the 
United States, animated by « strong desire to 
amicably settle, in o manner reciprocally 
benoficial to the interests of the people ef both 
nations, the question of the coming of Chines» 
labourers into the United States, which the 
experience ucquired since the signing of the 
first treaty.betweon China and America cn this 
subject, had shown reguired important revision, 
concludud anew treaty covering this subject, 
and for a period of ten years. : 

The Inst urticle of this treaty stipulated thut 
if six months prior to the dae fixed for its 
expiration (Deo. 7th 14) neither of the signa. 
tory Powers hud declared its desire to see it 
terminuta, it should rewuin in force for another 

rind of ten years. During the summer of Just 
year (1904) the Chinese Government informed 
that of America that it wished the treaty of 
1894 to terminate. Atthe sume time it declared 
its wish 'to begin negotiating for the conclusion 
of anew treaty on the subject, and‘in August 
of last year, that is, say, about seven months ago, 
it sent to the American Secretary of Stale 
through the Chinese Minister ut, Washington a 
first draft of a treaty to serve os o preliminary: 
basis for the discussion of the matter. 

This draft was carefully considered by the 
Amorican Government, and in due course a 
countor-draft was sent to the Chinosa Minister 
at Washington, and was by him: forwarded to 
the Wai Wu Pu for ita consideration. This 
American counter-draft emboilied the proposals 
and met the wishes of the Chinese Government 
with only such changes as were deemed neces. 
sary in the interest of both nutions and of 
greater.simplicity in exeoution.
